MURDER IN A RESTAURANT 


ANNIE STROTHER SHOT DOWN BY 
A VEILED WOMAN. 
Crime, Believed to Have Been Prompt- 


ed by Jealousy, Committed Soon 
After Midnight in Swans Eating- 
House in Twenty-second Street— 
Victim Was the Cashier—Police Ar- 
rest S. Smith, a Neighboring Saloon- 
keeper, fuspecting His wee 


Annie Strother, night cashier in Swan's 
restaurant, 150 Twenty-second |gtreet, was 
shot and almost instantly killed by an un- 
identified woman shortly before 1 o’clock 
this morning. After emptying her revolver 
at the cashier the assailant. thrust the 
weapon into her pocket and walked out of 
the place, making her escape. Jealousy, it 
is supposed, was the motive in the shooting. 

Miss Strother was behind the cashier’s 
desk, near the front of the restaurant, when 
her assailant, closely veiled, entered. The 
only other persons in the room at the time 


were Albert Clapp, a walter, and Ellen 
Walsh, a scrubwoman. 
The visitor walked quickly to the cashier’s 


desk and spoke to Miss Strother. Clapp 
turned in time to see the cashier push back 
her chair and start towards the rear of the 
store with a cry of alarm. Instantly the 
veiled woman drew a revolver and com- 
meneed to shoot. 
The five shots rang out in quick succes- 
sion. The first struck the cashier in the 
back, penetrating the heart, but the girl 
Staggered on until she reached the door 
leading to the kitchen, where she fell. 


Escape of the Assassin. 


Louls Swan, the proprietor, lives above the 
restaurant. His wife, hearing the shots, 
ran down-stairs just as the veiled woman 
opened the front door to escape. So delib- 
erate was her manner that Mrs. Swan did 
not suspect she had done the shooting, and 
made no attempt to follow her. 

The shooting was over and the woman gone 
before either Clapp or Ellen Walsh recov- 
ered sufficiently to move. Then the waiter 
ran into the street, crying murder,“ while 
the two women hurried to Miss Strother’s 
aid. They found her dead, one hand resting 
on the kitchen door, which she had tried and 
failed to open. Dr. Palmer was called, but 
she was beyond his skill to aid. 

The revolver reports and Clapp's cries soon 
drew a crowd to the place. Before the ar- 
rival of the police several men had taken 
up the hunt for the veiled woman, but with- 
out success. When a wagonload of men 
from the Cottage Grove Avenue Station ar- 
rived half a dozen men were detailed on 
the case.

When the case was before the court coun- 
sel for the plaintiff held that there could be 
no remedy under the customs administra- 
tion act, as there was no such act applicable 
to interstate commerce. The Cruickshank 
case, decided last October by the Supreme 
Court, under that law, was in connection 
with an acknowledged foreign country. 
The decision is of importance, as many 
other cases of a similar nature were pre- 
pared in case the Judge should hold Porto 
Rico to be not foreign territory.

John Arende?¢Bingham was born at Mer- 
cer, Pa., Jan. 21, 1815. After passing through 
the village school and work for a timeon 
the village newspaper he entered Franklin 
College, Ohio.. In 1840 he was admitted to 
the Ohio bar, and in 1846 was elected Dis- 
trict Attorney for Tuscarawas County. He 
was elected to the Thirty-fourth Congress 
in 1854 and returned to the Thirty-fifth, 
Thirty-sixth, and Thirty-seventh. The re- 
port in the contested Illinois election case, 
which came up during Mr. Bingham's first 
term, was prepared by him, and his work on 
this case immediately gave him a stand- 
ing as an able jurist. 

Mr. Bingham. was chairman of the mana- 
gers of the House in the impeachment trial 
of West W. Humphrey, United States Dis- 
trict Judge of Tennessee, who was im- 
peached for high treason in taving advocat- 
ed secession and conspired with Jefferson 
Davis. Failing of election to the Thirty- 
eighth Congress, he was oppointed by Pres- 
ident Lincoln to the position of Judge Ad- 
vocate of the Army. Later he became So- 
licitor of the Court of Claims.

HOUSE REFUSES TO CONCUR. 


blicans Vote as a Unit to Reject

Washington, D. C., March 19.—The House 
today refused to concur in the Senate amend- 
mente te the Porto Rican relief bill. The 
Democrats supported a motion to concur, on 
the ground that it would avoid further de- 
lay in extending relief to the inhabitants of 
the island, but the Republicans stoed firmly 
behind Chairman Cannon in his demand that 
the House should insist upon its original 
provision to appropriate not only the money 
collected on Porto Rican goods up to Jan. 1 
but all subsequent moneys collected or 
which are to be collected. 

Mr. Cannon explained the changes made 
in the bill by the Senate, which, he said, 


restricted the appropriations to the duties 


collected previous to Jan. 1, 1900. The other 
change made by the Senate, that designat- 
ing 
be put, he said, was only a change of form, 
the House provision having left the expendi- 
ture of the money to the discretion of the 
President. 

Mr. Swanson [Va.] denounced the Porto 
Rican tariff bill as “ infamous,” and said 
the pending bill to give back the duties col- 
lected under the Dingley law was an attempt 
to sugarcoat the outrage. The power to 
fix the duties on goods coming into and 
going from this country was the power exer- 
ci by England prior to the revolution, 
and was one of the main reasons why the col- 
onies threw off the yoke. 

The motion to concur was lost, 86 to 116, 
a strict party vote, except that Thayer 
[Dem., Mass.] voted with the Republicans. 
The motion to non-concur then prevailed 
without division.

FARES HELD ILLEGAL. 


Detroit Loses Its Fight Against the 
Street Railway Companies—Coun- 
cil Exceeded Its Authority. 
| | : 

Detroit, Mich., March 19.—[{Special.]—Ef- 
forts to enforce cheap street railway fares 


were set at naught today when Judge Swan 
permanently enjoined the City Council 


| from interfering with the operation of the 


Citizens’ Street railway. company under its 
franchises. 

On Aug. 16, 1899, Mayor Maybury, in pur- 
suance of Governd Pingree’s policy, in- 
spired the Council to pass ordinances re- 
quiring the Citizens’ Street railway com- 
pany to issue eight tickets for 25 cents, It 
was claimed that the city had the right to 
regulate fares under its police power and 
under the city’s privileges granted by the 
Legislature. 

Judge Swan's decision restrains the city 
from enforcing this ordinance, the injunction 
asked for by thé company being made 
permanent. This means that Detroiters must 
pay a straight five-cent fare until the com- 
pany’s franchises expire, which will be ten 
years hence. 

The salient points of the decision follow: 

“The complainant’s bill charges a viola- 
tion .by defendant of the rights acquired by 
the company under the acts of 1866 and 1867. 
As ide from the modifications that have been 
made by mutual consent the rate of fare 
from the first has been uniformly five cents. 
Section 19 of the ordinance of 1862 reserves 
to the Council the right to make such fur- 
ther rules and regulations as may from time 
to time be deemed necessary to protect the 
interests, safety, welfare, or accommodation 
of the publie in relation to said railway. 
The ordinances of 1899 reduced the rate of 
fare fixed by the original consent ordinance 
of 1862 and ratified in 1879. The company 
claims that the ordinances violate its agree- 
ment with the city amd impair the obliga- 
tions of its contract, and are therefore null 
and void. 

The Council has a right to make such reg- 
ulations as may from time to time be found 
necessary, but that does not authorize the 
city to alter the rate of fare. The act of 1807 
recognized the impolicy and injustice of sub- 
jecting large investments needed for such 
enterprises to the caprice of fluctuating 
municipal bodies. 

The entire abolition of fares might for 
a time conduce, a degree, to the material 
interests and welfare of the traveling pub- 
lic and be a public accommodation, but the 
regulation requiring free transportation 
would differ only in degree from the ordi- 
nance in question. If the city can sequester 
‘two-fifths of the company’s earnings why 
cannot it sequester the whole? 

“This is nothing but confiscation, and 
the complainant is entitled to an injunction 
restraining the city from enforcing the ordi- 
n of Aug. 16, 1899.“ 

Timothy E. Tarsney, who is representing 
the city in these cases, announced that he 
would appeal the decision immediately. 


TRANSFER OF BELL STOCK. 


Confirmation of the Company’s Inten- 
tion to Evade the Laws of 
Massachusetts. 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—[Special.]—The 
consolidation of the American Bell Tele- 
phone company with the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company of New York 
gets its first distinct official confirmation 
through the issuance of the call for the an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders of the Bell 
company. At a meeting to be held on March 
27 the stockholders will be asked to author- 
ize the conveyance to the American Tele- 
phone and“ Telegraph company of the prop- 
erty of the Bell company, other than the 
company’s Long Distance stock, and dis- 
tributing the shares of the Long Distance 
company in exchange for the stock of the 
Bell company. The object of all this is to 
evade the laws of Massachusetts. 

In a circular letter to the stockholders 
President John E. Hudson of the Bell com- 
pany outlines in detail the reasons for the 
proposed consolidation and the terms in a 
general way upon which the same is to be 
brought about. This letter says in part: 
“After providing adequate protection for its 
Indebtedness the company will be able to 
make a division ot two shares of the stock 
of the Long Distance company for each one 
share of the stock of this company, and your 
directors have consequently unanimously, 
recommended to the stockholders that they 
be authorized to make such distribution, 
each stockholder to transfer his stock in this 
company to or in yo 5 for said Long Dis- 
tance company. It will be remembered that 
this company now owns substantially all 
the stock of the Long Distance company. 

There are several advantages to be de- 
rived from this plan, the chief among which 
is the power to consolidate with or hold 
stock in connecting or subordinate compa- 
nies, the statutes of Massachusetts prohibit- 
ing this corporation, with certain exceptions, 
from becoming a stockholder in any other 
corporation to an amount exceeding 30 per 


poration, and thereby preventing this cor- 
poration from meeting the businéss require- 
ments of the United States as they exist 
today.“ |

About a year 

and a half ago the contract was awarded 

this firm, who agreed to build the break- 

water for $1,240,000, which was less than 

half the sum appropriated by Congress for 
completing the work. 

The bid of the Chicago firm was so low it 
astonished all competitors, who promptly 
‘retired from the field. Work has been going 
on since the contract was awarded, but ac- 
cording to the army engineers little prog- 
ress has been made. 

By the terms of the contract the Chicago 
men were required to place 50,000 tons of 
rock each month towards the completion of 
the breakwater. Reports received from 
Captain Miller, the engineer who supervises 
the work, show the average deposit of rock 
each month to have been between 7,000 and 
8,000 tans. He warned the contractors that 
unless they kept the terms of the contract 
it would be annulled. Repeated warnings of 
thie kind were given, but owing to draw- 
backs over which the concern had no contro], 
it is said, they were unable to perform the 
work as rapidly as they had agreed. 

Today General Wilson annulled the con- 
tract and will advertise for new bids. 

The action of the department will cause a 
cessation of work for about six months. 
Heldmeier & New met with a great deal of 
trouble in attempting to carry out their con- 
tract. For instance, they intended to get 
their rock from San Clemente Island, and did 
take considerable rock from that island, but 
it was not of sufficient gravity. This neces- 
sitated removing their plant to Santa Cata- 
lina, where they purchased quarries and in- 
vested about $300,000. This and other un- 
foreseen drawbacks interfered with prog- 
ress of the work, which caused the chief of 
engineers to annul the contract.

WORK IN CHICAGO. 


Determined 
to Secure a Foothold Here—Promot- 
ers Act in Secret-Employe’s State- 


ment of Progress—Machinists’ Lead- 


ers Preparing General Circulars— 


~—Still Hopes for Settlement. 


The Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employés has determined to secure 
a foothold in Chicago and lend moral sup- 
port to the cause of organized labor. Under 
cover of profound secrecy the organizers of 
the association have been working in the 
city during the last two weeks seeking to 
form the thousands of street railway men 
into unions under the charter issued from 
the general headquarters at Detroit, Mich. 

Meetings have been held, it is said, with an 
attendance of fully 100 men. Addresses 
have been made by the organizers and by 
prominent street railway employés who ad- 
vocate the union idea. The necessity for 
caution lies in the agreement of the em- 
22 with the companies not Wan 
a on. 


Street Car Man’s Statement. 

In explaining the fact that a number of 
the advertising signs posted by the Building 
Contractors’ council in the street cars had 
been torm down, a Union Traction company 
employé said yesterday: 

There are union employés on the street 
railways as well as on the steam railroads. 
They are not especially strong yet, but their 
number is growing fast and before next sum- 
mer is gone it will be hard to find a non- 
union man on the strect car lines. “We are 
organizing as fast as we can and hold our 
jobs. It does some-of the boys good to tear 
down the signs.” 

It is stated that the general organizers are 
forming the street railway employés into 
unions, one to each division of the city, and 
that the nucleus of each union already has 
been established. The plan of the organizers 
contemplates a demand for an advance in 
wages for the employés of the North and 
West Side companies equivalent to the dif- 
ference between the scale paid by the Union 
Traction company and the Chicago City 
railway company. 

The Building Material Trades council, 
seeking the aid of the courts to prevent post- 
ing of advertisements in street cars by the 
contractors, has retainediW. J. Strong and 
John Geeting to prosecute the contractors 
under the State law which became effective 
July 1, 1899. 


Situation Among Machinists. 


President James O’Connell and his assist- 
ants, representing the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, were in conference all 
day at the Saratoga Hotel, preparing two 
general circulars to be sent to the organiza- 
tion at large. One reviews the situation 
in Chicago and the other relates to the finan- 
cial resources of the machinists’ organiza- 
tion and its ability to carry on a strike. 

President O’Connell’s assistants left last 
night for different cities, where the indus- 
trial conditians are unsettled. He will de- 
part for Cleveland tonight, intending to re- 
turn on Friday, when the injunction pro- 
ceedings instituted by the Link Belt Ma- 
chinery company will come before Judge 
Tuthill. 

We have not given up hope for a set- 
tlement,’’ said Mr. O'Connell last night, 
“and shall continue our efforts in that di- 
rection. The reason why we failed at our 
conference with the Executive council last 
Saturday night was because three or four 
big Chicago firms were unable to influence 
‘all the other firms.”’ 

The Morgan Gardner electrical dees re- 
sumed operation during the day under an 
agreement with the Machinists’ union which 
settled all of the difficulties. Forty men 
went back oe work. 


BEGINS INDUSTRIAL SESSIONS. 


Subcommission Will Hold Its First 
Formal Meeting This Morning— 
Members Who Are Here. 


The subcommisSion of the Industrial com- 
mission held an informal meeting in the 
clubrooms of the Auditorium Hotel yester- 
day afternoon. It will get down to hard 
work at today’s session, commencing at 10 
o’clock. The members of the subcommis- 
sion at the meeting were: Colonel Albert E. 
Clark, Boston; ex-Lieutenant Governor A. 
L. Harris, Ohio? J. L. Kennedy, Washington, 
D. C. Eugene D. Conger of Grand Rapids, 
another member, will arrive tonight or to- 
morrow morning. President C. A, Plamon- 
don and Secretary J. M. Glenn of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association were present at 
the informal meeting. 

Machinery manufacturers will be heard 
first by the subcommission. W. J. Chalmers 
of Fraser & Chalmers, P. W. Gates of the 
Gates iron works, and H. H. Turner of the 
Turner brass works will be the witnesses 
at this morning’s session. In the afternoon 
J. E. Tilt of the Tilt Shoe company and A. 
Kuh of Kuh, Nathan & Fischer will be 
heard. President Plamondon of the Manu- 
facturers’ association will address the sub- 
commission in a general way on the condi- 
tions of manufacturing in Chicago. 

During the sessions the subcommission 
will endeavor to go to the bottom of exist- 
ing conditions, and both sides will be heard 
impartially. After the representatives of 
capital have been heard considerable time 
will be devoted to the labor side of the ques- 
tion. All industries in Chicago will have 
representatives before the subcommission. 


SAY DEEP WATERWAY IS AIDED. 


Washington Believe They Arouse 
Interest in the Project. 


The Drainage trustees, Commissioner Mc-

One of these authorizes the : 
consolidation of the State Library and the 
library of the Historical sotiety under the 
management of the State Librarian. The 
traveling library, also under the manage- 


— 


ment of the State Library, will be operated 


from the Statehouse and its usefulness will 
be extended greatly. Another law estab- 
lishes a State Library commission of seven 


Persons who will receive no salaries. Simi- 


lar commissions exist in fourteen other 
States. The purpose is to exercise a general 
supervision over the libraries of the State, 
to encourage their establishment, and to aid 
the libraries in smaller towns in minor mat- 
ters which perplex novices. The selection of 
suitable books and the wise expenditure of 


a limited appropriation are problems that 


can be solved much more easily with the 
assistance of trained experts, and it is this 


Assistance that the Library commission 


will furnish. The Iowa State Capital gives 
the Federation of Women’s Clubs the credit 
for the passage of these laws. It is expected 
that the women will now redouble their 
efforts to see that every community in the 
State is supplied with a free library. Every- 
where the women’s clubs have been active 
in library formation, and hundreds of libra- 
ries in the West are directly due to their 
efforts. 


THE BEVERIDGE AMENDMENT. 
Senator Beveridge has offered an amend- 
ment to the Porto Rican bill. It provides 
for free trade between the island and the 
United States, but declares that the act 
shall not be construed as extending the 


constitution of the United States or any 


part thereof over Porto Rico. 

The adoption of this amendment should 
not be resisted by those Congressmen who 
have been urgent in the unpopular demand 
that duties be levied on imports from Porto 
Rico. What valid objection can be made 
to the amendment by them? It recognizes 
their contention that the ratification of the 


treaty of peace did not extend the constitu- 


tion over the island. As regards the ques- 
tion whether ratification did have that 
effect, it will be settled by cases now on 
their way to the Supreme Court. 
necessary to impose duties on Porto Rican 
prodicts in order to make a basis for a 
suit. Two million dollars have just been 


appropriated to defray governmental ex- 


peuses in the igland. It cannot be con- 
tended that customs duties are u to 
provide immediate revenue for the island. 
The gift of free trade will so improve the

But it does not as if one of these 
reciprocity treaties is to be ratified. That 
with France is doomed to defeat because 
it reduces by an insignificant fraction the 
enormous duties on silk goods, cotton knit 
goods, and some kinds of glassware. The 
New Jersey and - Rhode Island manufac- 
turers take offense at this and say it shall 
not be. The West India treaties are to 
fail because the beet sugar manufactur- 
ers and the men interested in California 
citrus fruits so will it. The men who 
make cotton lace in Rhode Island do not 
care personally how much raw sugar or 
how many oranges are imported from 
Jamaica, but they are acting in concert 
with those who wish to keep out Jamaican 
products as far as possible. A common 
desire to make all they can out of the 
American producer unites them. 

Thus it comes about that Republican 
Senators, submissive to the orders of cer- 
tain protected interests, are found op- 
posing measures which are not merely 
calculated to benefit American trade, but 
which are in full accord with the party 
platform. Senators who repudiate harm- 
ful party pledges are free from blame, 
but what shall be said of those who re- 
pudiate party pledges when keeping them 
pours honest wealth into the lap of the 
nation? 


THE AFTERMATH OF “SAPHO.” 

The prosecution of Miss Nethersole in 
New York for the presentation of “ Sapho,” 
and thereby for the alleged violation of 
public decency, has been followed by spasms 
of reform in other localities, some of which 
are inconsistent, while others border on the 
ludicrous. At Philadelphia recently a 
‘book dealer was arrested for selling the 
novel of “Sapho,” He was not aware there 
was any law forbidding its sale. He had 
sold more or less copies of it for several 
years without interference. It was to be 
found and is still on the shelves of every 


was sent to jail for a year. A few days 
afterward, in the same city, another dealer 
was arrested for the same offense and 
brought before a magistrate, who promptly 

a he had violated no law and released 

A similar case was tried in Atlanta, Ga., 
the other day. The Recorder of the city 

heard it. The witnesses were men of let- 
ters, preachers, lawyers, doctors, and book- 

sellers. The preachers were unanimously 
of opinion that Sapho” was an indecent 
and dangerous book. The other witnesses 
were quite as unanimously of opinion that 
the book was a literary classic and that it 
was not any more vulgar or indecent than 
the works of Balzac, Burns, or Shakspeare, 

which are freely sold. After hearing all 
the witnesses the Recorder decided that if 
a literary work, while containing sugges- 
tions of licentiousness, is taken as a whole, 
of such a nature as to point out a great 
moral, and has been written with that in- 
tent, it cannot be placed under the ban of 
the city law which prohibits obscene, vulgar, 

and licentious publications. | 

At Kalamazoo, Mich., a university town, 

famed for its celery and culture, a strolling 
company the other night attempted to play 

“Sapho,” but failed because the Chief of 

Police, who was up in the flies, prevented 

the curtain from rising. Thereupon the 

company migrated to a neighboring town 

and announced a performance. The cul- 

tured audience at Kalamazoo, not to be 

cheated out of the play, hired a brass band, 

marched to the town in question, and at- 

tended its representation, and Jean and 

Sapho have been the talk of Kalamazoo 

ever since. A performance of the play was 

announced fcr last night at Terre Haute. 

It was stated beforehand that the Chief 

of Police and all his Captains, the Mayor 

and all the other civic dignitaries, and 250 

members of the Woman's Christian Tem- 

perance union would attend to decide 

whether the play is immoral. If so, the au- 

thorities would order the cyrtain rung down. 

But why should it take the entire police 

force, city government, and Woman's Chris- 

tian Temperance union to decide what one 

or two representatives of each might safely 

be left to decide? In such a multitude of 

counselors there is likely to be confusion. 

Meanwhile in Chicago the street fakers 

are busy selling cheap reprints of the novel, 

and the great city goes on its way as un- 
concerned .as it did when Miss Nethersole 

was producing the play here. It does not 

seem to be aware that there is a dire con- 

spiracy to ruin its morals. A truly good 

city, like a truly good person, does not think 

it necessary to invoke the arm of the law 

to preserve its morals. 

The history of the anti-“ Sapho ” crusade 
only illustrates the excitable character of 
the people When they start out upon an 
errand of moral reform. The fever rages 
for a few days, then passes off. Other ex- 
citements come up and the evil about which 
they have been so excited is forgotten. The 
erusade against Sapho in New York 
is already a thing of the past. Its people 
are nc w engaged with evils infinitely worse 
than “ Sapho,” though doubtless these, too. 
will only be a nine-days’ wonder and then 
people will forget them. Moral reforms are 
not be effected by whirlwinds of excite-

banished from

is not to be done in a day, however. The 
sentiment of playgoers must be changed.

‘MEN’S CLUBS AND WOMEN’S CLUBS. 

There is great excitement among the 
women's clubs of Indiana, growing out of 
a recent meeting held in Indianapolis at 
which a new State federation was formed. 
There was already a State federation, and 
now there are two. The old federation, 
however, was not permitted to affiliate 
with the national federation, as it admits 
men’s clubs to membership. The new fed- 
eration has shut “its doors against the men, 
but it will open them to all of the old fed- 
eration who may come, provided they do 
not bring the men with them. It is inti- 
mated that this may lead to a lively war 
between the two. In such a contest the 
sympathies of all well regulated persons 
will be on the side of the new organization. 
The women's clubs—the Fortnightlies, 
the Tea Cups, Klios, Archés, and Progress 
clubs—are capable of paddling their own 
cano¢s without the assistanceofmen. The 
masculine element does not lend any 
st to them, rather does it narrow 
them down and impede the advance of 
emancipated women. No woman’s elub is 
completely emancipated which associates 
with men’s clubs. The objects of the two 
are so remote from each other that there 
cannot be any bond of syippathy between 
them, The men’s clubs which will insist 
upon affiliating with women’s clubs must of 
necessity be tame and spiritless affairs, and 
the women's clubs which will permit such 
affiliation lack the spirit of freedom and 
self-reliance which should characterize 
every well regulated association of emanci- 
pated women. It shows that they are not 
fully emancipated. 

The purposes and practices of the two are 
widely divergent. Noon lunches and after- 
noon teas are a conspicuous feature of every 
woman's club, but no clubman with the 
spirit of a man can look a samovar in the 


man with the appetite of a man can tolerate 
the woman’s club lunch, with its thin and 
ladylike menu, without the feeling that he 
is doing violence to the robustness of appe- 

tite and voracity of consumption which 
should characterize the male animal. The 


papers and read them. Men vannot pre- 
pare papers. This is a feminine gift. There 
is no sadder sight than that of a man rising 
to read a paper. Men would incontinently 
flee from such a person. Women would re- 
gard him as a degenerate. 

The ways of men’s clubs and women’s 
clubs Jie apart, If the clubmen of Indiana 
are real men they will themselves withdraw 
from affiliation with the older federation 
and no longer embarrass it by their presence. 
The women’s clubs are working for com- 
plete emancipation from the Tyrant Man. 
He is in the camp of the enemy. Let him 
come jout and join his fellows instead of 
longer dancing attendance upon ladies 
clubs, where he will sooner or later lose 
the last vestige of masculine freedom and 
be reduced to a mere paper-reading and 
croquette-eating creature. 


LODGINGS FOR WOMEN ONLY. 

Some curious and interesting facts are 
brought out in the investigations of the 
Woman's Industrial Council of London on 
the subject of the proper housing of work- 
ing women. Nearly 600 women, with an 
average income of a little less than $650 
a year, paying an average rent of $141 a 
year for their rooms, have given their ex- 
periences and views on the subject. Their 
testimony is summarized by Emily Hob- 


teenth Century, and the results are instruc- 
tive in more ways than one. 

A large proportion of these women com- 
plain of the loneliness and lack of intelligent 
society in the class of boarding-houses 
which their slender incomes compel them 
to patronize, yet they almost unanimously 
denounce all existing establishments for 
pousing intelligent business-women alone. 
These“ women’s chambers,” as the English 
call them, are pronounced less desirable 
than the discomfort and loneliness of lodg- 
ings. Among the chief objections to them 
are the bad food, the lack of men’s society, 
and the irritating rules and restrictions, 
Over eighty women who had at ome time 
lived in chambers especially designed for 
educated women left for these or similar 
reasons. 

Some say they left because all the in- 
mates were treated “as a cross between 8 
pauper lunatic and a rebellious school- 
girl,” while “ petty restrictions and petti- 
coat government” is the indictment of as 
many more. Segregation. into “hen com- 
munities ” or “ pusseries is declared to be 
altogether undesirable—and this by women 
whose average age is 84 years. They say 
long experience has shown that whenever 
women are brought together under a wholly 
feminine management the immediate ten- 
dency is to formulate an intolerable net- 
work of petty rules, while at the same time 
the food becomes poorer and more pro- 
ductive of dyspepsia. “The presence of 
men keeps up the standard of food.“ The 
cooking is better where men are allowed.” 
“Men insist on good and sufficient food.” 
In th or similar words over 200 women 
lay emphasis on the need of male society 
for the most unsentimental of reasons. 

The whole mass of evidence would seem 
to show that the tyrant, man, is necessary 
even for insuring the proper conduct of a 
woman's boarding-house. The witnesses 
in this ease are all reputable and industrious 
unmarried women, yet they complain that 
whenever they combine under a woman’s 
rule they are hampered by a large number 
of foolish and unnecessary restrictions, are 
tyrannized over by the attendants, and are 
poorly fed. Let the woman’s rights cham-

Sometimes the organizations are of real 
national value, and the position that they 
take on current questions has an influence 
in molding public opinion, The chief op- 
pressor of the re merchant and small 
manufacturer nowadays is the railroad that 
aids the trusts by discriminating rates. 
Thus it is only natural that the trade associ- 
ations should almost universally pass reso- 
lutions indorsing Senator Cullom’s bill to 
give the Interstate Commerce commission 
power to enforce its findings. Scores of 
memorials of this kind have been presented 
by Mr. Cullom and other Congressmen, and 
they cannot fail to be of influence in the 
struggle for the revision of the law. 


END OF AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE. 

These are sad times for the industrious, 
hard-working, and conscientious syndicete 
promoter. Not only do the stocks of do- 
mestie trusts fluctuate more rapidly than 
the mercury in the thermometer, but even 
the English investor, heretofore ready to 
snap up any “ good thing” offered him, is 
getting too cautious and inquisitive for com- 
fort. Where a year or two ago noble lords 
and “belted Earls” fought for the priv- 
ilege of buying stock in the Internationa!

A Noted English Preacher. | 
„Charles A. Berry, D. D.: A Memoir.“ 
By James S. Drummond. Cassell & Co. 

Dr. Berry was one of the five or six fore- 
most and most influential clergymen of the 
Nonconformist. churches of England. He 
possessed the fascination of genius along 
with the charm of a peculiarly admirable 
character. He was one of the o 
of the movement for the federation of the 
Free churches of England, and was one 
of its first Presidents. In this country Dr. 
Berry is specially known as the man whom 
Mr. Beecher had set his heart on having 
for his successor as pastor of Plymouth 
Church, and whom that church did call te 
its pastorate—a call, however, which he had 
the surprising wisdom and courage to de 
cline. He was at the time not quite @ 
years of age, the pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church in Wolverhampton, in the 
Midland District of England. 

When in 1886 the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, after spending several months in 
England preaching and lecturing, was of 
the point of returning home, the Congrega- 
tional ministers of Liverpool gave him &

Beecher is said to have been moved to tears 
by the brilliant characterization of the in- 
fluence of his teaching upon English 
thought.

CHILD TO TRAVEL 4,000 MILES. 


Little Edward Todhunter to Journey 
Alone from Chicago to His Un- 
cle’s English Villa. 


From a dark home, the reputed rendezvous 
of thieves, to the bright country surround- 
ings of Stanst Villa, Wrexham, England, 
will be the happy experience of little Ed- 
ward Todhunter, not yet 6 years old, whom 
the Cunard Steamship company has under- 
taken to see safely transported from Chica- 
go to the care of his uncle, Charles H. Har- 
oid, in England. By the time the child sees 
his relative the little fellow will have trav- 
eled 4,000 miles alone except for the railroad 
and steamship men who will have him in 
charge. 

The boy is one of the five children pf 
Frank Todhunter, 917 West Lake street. 
The mother is dead. The children were 
brought before Judge Tuthill in the Juvenile 
Court on a complaint which had been filed 
with the Humane society. There it was 
shown that Mr. Harold, the uncle, had writ- 
ten a year ago to have Edward sent to him, 
and had inclosed money to pay his passage, 
but the money had been spent and the re- 
quest ignored. 

Further communication with the uncle 
resulted in directiong to send the lad to him 
at once, and Edward is expected to sail on 
March 24. It is hoped to have the other chil- 
dren cared for by brothers of their father, 
one in London and the other an Episcopal 
clergyman near San Francisco. The chil- 
Gren have inherited $1,500 from their pa- 
ternal grandfather. 


MANY ARE FREED FROM DEBTS. 


Petitioners in Bankruptcy, Including 
a Score of Real Estate Men, Re- 
lieved from Liabilities. 


A score of real estate men, once prosperous 
but who had suffered reverses, listened in the 
United States District Court yesterday while 
Judge Kohlsaat passed on their petitions 
in bankruptcy. The court granted the peti- 
tions except in a few cases where objec- 
-tions were entered by creditors. 

Francis P. Owings, whose petition was 
distinguished as the’ largest schedule of 
debts filed under the bankruptcy act, was 
among the number who were made happy. 
His liabilities aggregated $5,564,017. He is 
now a stock broker, but was formerly large- 
ly interested in real estate. He built the 
Owings Building, now the Bedford, Dearborn 
and Adams streets, the first “ skyscraper 
in the West. August Jernberg, another real 
estate dealer, formerly in the banking busi- 
ness, was freed from liabilities of $1,433,137. 
Leroy Payne, who has been in the livery 
business in Michigan avenue for many years, 
was freed from debts amounting to $188,657. 


Albert Plinska Guilty of Murder. 


The entire session of Judge Baker's court yes- 
terday was devoted to the closing arguments in the 
case of Albert Piinska, 19 years old, who was 
22 with the murder of John Downey. Plin- 

ska shot Downey while in Bridgeport one night 
last January. Plinska says Downey robbed him, 
threatening at the same time to kil! him, and that 
he went to Downey’s house to get his money. The 
jury returned a verdict of guilty and fixed the 
defendant’s punishment at fourteen years in the 
penitentiary.

RULES AGAINST “L” ROAD. 


‘Appellate Court Returns Ogden 
Case to Circuit for Trial by Jur, 
as to Damages. 


of injury to the Ogden Office 
Building by reason of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad will be submitted to a jur in 
the Circuit Court. Judges Adams, Sears, 
and Windes yesterday reiterated their ruling 
announced on Feb. 26 in the Appellate 


Court that abutting property-owners have 


a right of action against the elevated roads 
for damages arising from injuries alleged 
to have been sustained through the building 
and operation of the elevated structuré in 
the public streets. 

The original ruling was made by the Appel- 
late Court in disposing of the appeal from 
the order of Judge Bishop sustaining the 
demurrer of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 
road company in the $200,000 damage suit 
of the Chieago Office Building for alleged 
injury sustained by its building at Lake and 
Clark streets. Counsel for the elevated road 
took the ground that the elevated track was 
a legitimate user of the street and that con- 
sequently the abutting property-owners 
could not maintain a suit for the recovery of 
damages for alleged depreciation of property 


values or other injury by reason of such o- 


cupancy. The Appellate Court, while hold- 
ing that the erection of the elevated road- 
way was a proper use of the street, ruled that 
the property-owner still had the right to sue 
for relief for whatever damages he might 
have sustained. After this decision a peti- 
tion was filed asking that a rehearing of the 
case be allowed in the Appellate Court. This 
petition was ed and the case will be 
retried in the Circuit Court. 

Should the contention of counsel for the 
elevated railroad be sustained when the 
matter is. presented finally to the Supreme 
Court, suits aggregating several million 
dollars for alleged damages will be affected. 
Late in the day the number of suits al- 
ready filed against the Lake street road for 
property damages through the erection of 
the roadway was increased by one for 


$50,000.
